Mrs. Hammerschmitt has 
served as a volunteer worker 
for the local polio mercy ap¬ 
peal for several years, coming 
to Sierra Madre six years ago. 

She has been active in the 
work of the Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Nursery School Auxil¬ 
iary and the Civic Club. 

In accepting the appointment 
she reports that splendid ad¬ 
vances have been made in the 
study of Salk Vaccine and de¬ 
clared: 

“We open the 1955 drive with 
bright prospects of eventually 
conquering polio. The man 
with the test tube looks to all 
of us to take our places beside 
him — to participate in what 
will be one of our nation’s 
greatest medical achieve¬ 
ments." 

She pointed out that not only 
will added funds be needed to 
get the vaccine to our children 
immediately should it prove ef¬ 
fective, but to continue to pro¬ 
vide money for the care of 
those stricken in past years 
and who must not be forgotten. 

She is married to Dr. Julius 
Hammerschmitt and lives at 
275 E. Orange Grove with their 
three children, Robert, 6, Vic¬ 
toria 5, and Denise, 3.

City Council, a group of 
brave men that has withstood 
the wrath of many an individ¬ 
ual complaint, took a bow 
Tuesday night in accepting a 
21-foot scroll signed by more 
than 1400 Sierra Madreans who 
were saying, in effect: “Thanks 
a million!” 

In the meeting that was no¬ 
table for its high content of 
good cheer and Yuletide flavor, 
Mayor Charles E. Louk said 
that the scroll of public thanks, 
presented by Col. Walter Thur- 
ber, was especially unique con¬ 
sidering that the signatures 
totaled more than the votes re¬ 
ceived by any one councilman 
in the municipal election. 

Besides the mayor, the 
lengthy scroll names Charles 
II. James, Harold F. Roberts, 
Lome B. Pratt, and David S. 
Wood as the people’s represen¬ 
tatives who have served Sierra 
Madre so faithfully without 
one cent of compensation. 

The message of the scroll 
ends: “It takes a particular 
type of patriotism to serve this 
community in the capacity for 
which you have volunteered. 
The responsibilities are great, 
the demands upon your own 
time are inescapable, and the 
value of your work can not be 
expressed in words — certainly 
not in dollars and cents. It 
seems to us that the least we 
can say or do is: 

“ ‘Many thanks and God 
bless you!’ ” 

T. Guy Cornyn, city attorney 
with many years of municipal 
experience, agreed that this 
present council is as hard 
working and conscientious as 
any he has ever known. 

Council members joined the 
Mayor in their expressions of 
gratitude. Councilman Roberts 
said he was not completely sa¬ 
tisfied with his own work, but 
would keep on doing his best. 
Complacency, he said, was no 
part of his philosophy. If he 
had a dog that was one hun¬ 
dred per cent satisfied he 
would present the canine with 
a few fleas. 

The scroll of thanks repre¬ 
sented three weeks of prepara¬ 
tion. Those who helped obtain 
the signatures were David Al¬ 
len, past president of Kiwanis, 
Mrs. Gifford Eastwood who, 
with her husband, is president 
of PTA, Mrs. Edward Halperin, 
president of the Woman’s Club, 
William Bowers, new warden 
of the Masonic Lodge, and 
Lawrence McGinnis, president 
of the Lion’s Club. 

Following the presentation 
and the complimentary re¬ 
marks, the evening’s agenda 
forced the council to move from 
an atmosphere of praise to 
predicament. In the interest of 
the city it was necessary; to 
deny one applicant a zone var¬ 
iance to utilize five feet of 
land for income purposes. 

As pointed out by Mayor 
Louk, it was a difficult decision 
and one that could be made 
only by a council whose indi¬ 
vidual members were consci¬ 
entious and sincere. 


City Employee 
Pension Plan 
Makes Gain 


Another in the series of study 
meetings on the proposed new 
City Zoning Ordinance will be 
held at the City Hall on 
Wednesday, Jan. 5 at 7:30 p.m. 
Members of the City Council 
and the Planning Commission 
will meet jointly. All persons 
interested aTe invited to attend. 


The city employees’ retire¬ 
ment plan was reported at City 
Council meeting Tuesday to be 
“progressing favorably.” It is 
expected that the plan will be 
effective Jan. 1. 

Twenty-one of the 23 em¬ 
ployees contacted have endors¬ 
ed the plan which requires a 
majority of 75 per cent, accord¬ 
ing to Jack Tidniore, local 
agent for the Connecticut Gen¬ 
eral Life Insurance Co. which 
will mail a first draft of the 
contract to the city on Dec. 30. 

All city employees will be 
eligible for benefits of the plan 
after one year of service, pro¬ 
vided they are 21 years of age 
or older. Normal retirement age 
is 65, but according to the con¬ 
tract retirement may be made 
at 55 if the employee has had 
25 years in city service. Retire¬ 
ment at 70 is mandatory, and 
retirement 10 years prior to the 
maturity date is possible but 
only at reduced pension pay¬ 
ments. No annuity payments 
are provided for those with less 
than ten years service. 

In general, pension payments 
will approximate 60 per cent 
of the employee's salary, plus 
the usual social security bene¬ 
fits accruing to those who have 
worked for the city for 30 years. 

The employees’ rate of pay¬ 
ment to the retirement fund is 
three per cent of the first $4200 
of annual salary, plus 5% per 
cent thereafter. These salary 
deductions are matched by the 
City, plus additional admini¬ 
strative costs. Retroative pay¬ 
ments also will bo made by the 
City in full for those on the 
payroll prior to Jan. 1, 1954. 

TV PROPOSAL HALTED 

Recent plans for a master 
antenna system here hit a new 
low when City Council received 
a proposal through attorneys 
of the Community Television 
Co. of Hollywood to the effect 
that the company would like 
to abandon the project, claim¬ 
ing the cost of construction 
would be too high to be sup¬ 
ported by the limited number 
of potential subscribers. 

Councilman Pratt expressed 
the belief that the company 
has not acted in good faith. He 
suggested that a non-profit cor¬ 
poration be formed by Sierra 
Madreans to undertake the job 
for those who want better tele¬ 
vision reception. 

The council accepted his of¬ 
fer to donate his time and ef¬ 
forts toward accomplishing 
such an arrangement, and ask¬ 
ed for a report in the near 
future. 

NEW ANIMAL SHELTER 

Other items on the agenda 
concerned the transfer of the 
Humane Society contract from 
San Gabriel to Pasadena, which 
will be effective in 30 days. 
Mrs. Virginia Miller and Dr. 
Anthony Dernelle, chiropractor, 
who had been influential in 
getting a petition for this mat¬ 
ter, thanked the council for its 
action.

Faith Lutheran Pastor Sunday 

Speaking on the theme, “En- Son of God, who existed before 


riched by Christ”, last Sunday 
morning the Rev. A. Hesse, Pas¬ 
tor of Faith Lutheran Church 
in Hastings Ranch, stated:

When, however, we measure it 
in terms of joys and spiritual 
values, especially in terms of 
tlie Heavenly Father’s Christ¬ 
mas gift of His Son, we will 
find that Christmas has enrich¬ 
ed us. 

“The Bethlehem shepherds, 
the honored Mary, the aged Si¬ 
meon, the Magi, all felt en¬ 
riched by the first Christmas. 
And, about 65 years later, writ¬ 
ing to the Christians in Corinth, 
the Apostle Paul stated: 'I 
thank God that in everything 
you are enriched by Jesus 
Christ,’ ” 

The sermon for the day was 
based on the words: “Ye know 
the grace of pur Lord Jesus 
Christ .that though He was 
rich, yet for your sakes He be¬ 
came poor, so that by His pov¬ 
erty you might become rich.” 
Rev. Hesse enlarged upon “the 
tow striking parallels suggest¬ 
ed here: the eternal riches of 
Christ and our poverty, and 
the poverty of Christ and our 
riches.”
